Washington, D. C., July 8—[Special }— 
Repudiated by ten Republican senators and 
acclaimed by Senator Aldrich and his follow- 
ere as a faithful execution of Republican 
campaign pledges, the tariff bill was passed 
by the senate at ten minutes after 11 o'clock 
tonight.

ican party. 


Senator Beveridge Bitter.

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FARMERS TO REAP 
A VAST HARVEST 


Government July Crop Statis- 
tics Indicate the Nation’s 
Largest Grain Yield 
in History. 


CORN OVER3 BILLION MARK 


Value of Five Leading Cereals 
Now Estimated to Be Worth 
$2,709,000,000 in 
the Autumn. 


The greatest crop of cereale ever raised 
in the United States is growing to maturity, 
according to indications in ‘the July report 
of the department of agriculture. A gain 
of 722,000,000 bushels in all grains over the 
totals of 1908 is promised and the record 
yield of 1906 will be exceeded. 

Corn for the first time has passed the 3,000,- 
000,000 mark, and oats are put at more than 
1,000,000,000 bushels. The values of these 
great farm products, on the basig of prob- 
able prices, will approach §2,750,000,000. 
December corn closed on the board of trade 
yesterday at 56 cents. Figuring the crop as 
worth 50 cents to the farmer, wheat at 90, 
oats at 40, rye at 70, and barley at 50, these 
totals are obtained:

Great Volume of Breadstuffs. 
The report of the department of agricul- 
ture does not indicate that there will be a 


serious shortage of breadstuffs in this coun- | 


try this year, although the figures to date 
show a considerable loss in winter wheat as 
compared with a year ago, the estimated 
loss in round numbers being 41,000,000 bush- 
els. 

To a considerable extent this is offset by a 
larger acreage and a greater yield of spring 
wheat which brings the total indicated crop of 
wheat up to 603,000,000 bushels, as compared 
with 664,000,000 bushels at the same time in 
1908. Some important interests in the trade 
figure that the consumptive demand has 
grown enough to absorb this difference and 
that before the entire crop is harvested we 
will run into a period of actual shortages 
rather than a surplus. It is also figured that 
foreign requirements easily will take al! 
wheat which is not needed for domestic pur- 
poses as crop conditions are generally under- 
stood to be unsatisfactory in most of the old 
world grain raising districts. 


. Winter Wheat Improves. 

The condition of winter wheat showed an 
improvement of 1.7 points over the preced- 
ing month and about as much as compared 
with the corresponding month last year. 
The condition of spring wheat shows a loss 
of 2.5 points'as compared with that of June 
1 this year, but it showed an improvement 
of 8.3 points over July 1, 1908. This is taken 
as important and as crop conditions are 
considered almost ideal at the present time, 
and barring accident there is now a general 
feeling’ that bountiful supplies will be real- 
ized. 

An important feature of the report was the 
estimate showing the amount of wheat left 
in farmers’ hands to be a trifle more than 
15,000,000 bushele. This is a great deal less 
than had been expected and was a big sur- 
prise to many who had figured on a much 
larger amount. 


Tremendous Corn Promise. 

The preliminary estimate of the area of 
corn planted is placed at 109,006,000 acres, an 
increase cf 7,218,000 acres, or 7.1 per cent 
as compared with the final estimate of last 
year’s acreage. The average condition of 
this crop on July 1 was 89.3, as compared with 
92.8 a year ago and suggests a4 crop of 3,117,- 
000,000 bushels. This is the largest indicated 
yield in the records of the agricultural de- 
partment.

The report shows the condition of oats on 
July 1 to be 88.3, as compared with 88.7 on 
June 1 and 85.7 on July 1, 1908, indicating a 
crop of 1,030,000,000 bushels. The condition 
of rye is placed at 91.4, as compared with 89.6 
on June 1 last and 1.2 on July 1, 1908, indi- 
cating a yield of 31,500,000 bushels. Thecon- 
dition of barley is given at 90.2, as compared 
with 90.6 on June 1 and 86.2 on July 1, 1908, 
indicating a crop of 191,000,000 bushels. 

The area of flaxseed, 2,741,000 acres, com- 
pares with 2,657,000 acres last year. The con- 
dition is given as 95)1, against 92.5 a year 
ago, indicating a yield of 28,500,000 bushels.

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FIGHTS BURGLAR: MOTHERDIRS 


Flatbush, L. I., Young Man Bat- 
tles When Two Thieves Enter. 


AIMS AT SON; WOMAN IS HIT. 


Robber Whe Fires Later Shot; Both 
Intruders Arrested. 


New York, July 8.—[Special.]—During a 
fierce encounter which her son had with’ two 
burglars at her home, 455 East Eighteenth 
street, Ditmas Park, Flatbush, at 3 o'clock 
this morning, Mrs. Sophie H. Staber, wife of 
George R. Staber, a paper importer, was 
shot and killed. The burglars escaped, and 
for six hours one of them was traced by over 
100 policemen through the Flatbush woods 
and vacant lots, and finally was taken into 
custody at 9:15 o’clock at the corner of Utica 
and Church avenues. 

One fact only brought the burglars into the 
hands of the police. This was that Edward 
Staber, the 22 year old son of the murdered 
woman, had grappled with one man in the up- 
per hallway of his home, and had struggled 
with him across the hallway into a bathroom, 
where he had succeeded in making him drop 
a revolver With which Mrs, Staber had been 
shot. 

Then as the housebreakers rushed down- 
stairs Staber fired the one remaining bullet 
of the revolver, catching one of the fleeing 
men in the right forearm and abdomen, and so 
seriously wounding him he had to be hidden 
away by his companion in somes bushes along 
the Canarsie land. 


Brings Relief; Both Captured. 

The wounded man’s companion was cap- 
tured while he was on his way back with 
some sandwiches/ whisky, ginger ale, new 
shoes, and bandages to their hiding place 
in the woods after having made & trolley 
trip into Brooklyn. A little while afterward 
the second capture was made, the victim 
of young Staber’s shot being found lying 
face downward under the bushes with his 
companion’s coat over his head and leaves 
completely hiding his body. 

At the Fiatbush police station both men 
were finally forced to admit that they had 
been at the Staber residence. One of them, 
who gave his name as Carlo Greo, was taken 
later to the Brooklyn police headquarters. 
It is said he will he held to the grand jury 
on @ murder charge. The other man who 
was wounded was sent to\the Swedish hos- 
pital in Brooklyn, where he is in a serious 
condition. The bullet which shattered his 
right arm was. defiected into his abdomen 
and finally lodged in his left hip. 

From his exciting struggle with one of 
the burglars in the upper hallway young 
Edward Staber emerged with a bullet welt 


j across his abdomen, his pajamas having 


been burned by powder flashes from two 
other shots whith were fired. 


Aimed at Son, Bullet Kills Mother. 

The bullet which grazed young Staber’s ab- 
domen struck his mother in the neck as she 
rushed from her bedroom to her son's assisi- 
ance and was defiected downward into her 
lungs. She died before medical aid couid 
reach her. 

Staber, after his mother had fallen, re- 
mained with his grappling hold upon his man 
and forced him backwards into the bath- 
room. There on a slippery tile floor the man 


broke free, leaving on the floor an electric 
flash lantern which he had held in his right 


hand when Staber grappled with him and a 
brand new pear] handled revolver which he 
had held in his left hand. 

‘‘Come on, George,’”’ ne cried to his com- 
panion as he darted tvom the bathroom to the 
top of the stairs. 

‘* George,’’ the other’man, was in Mrs. Sta- 
ber's bedroom and he had to jump over her 
body, which lay across the doorway, to get 
out. It was at him young Staber fired as he 
started to go downstairs. 


Felt Sure Aim Had Been True. 

“TI saw him lunge forward after I fired,”’ 
said young Staber in telling what happened 
to Detective James R. Reynolds of the Brook- 
lyn-central office. “I felt sure I hit him in 
the right arm.” 

An investigation of the stairway showed 
a streak of blood where tHe burglar had fallen 
against it and then had continued on down- 
stairs, leaning on the wall to support himself. 

Prior to breaking into the house by prying 
open a kitchen window with a steel ‘‘ jim- 
my ’’ the men had removed their /shoes, one 
pair being tan shoes and the other a pair of 
patent leather shoes, both number sevens 
These they had left on a rear porch. Tiiey fled 
from the house by a screen door which they 
first tried to open outward, and in doing so 
left blood stains, and then by pulling the door 
in. 

One of the men grabbed a single shoe, leav- 
ing the other three. This shoe he later 
dropped on Ocean avenue, and it proved a 
final clew to the men’s whereabouts until 
they were finally captured.

The other,.the wounded man, gave a 
fictitious name and would not say where he 
had lived.

The police were inclined to make a great 
mystery cf the arrest and neither at head- 
quarters nor at the Metz residence, 6006 
Aberdeen street, could his friends find any- 
thing definite regarding the charge against 
the labor leacer. 

Attorney Jennings of the firm of Brady & 
Jennings was appealed to by Mr. Metz’'s 
friends, and he agreed to take up the case. 
The lawyer will go before Judge McSurely 
at 10 o'clock this morning and ask for a writ 
of habeas corpus to effect the release of Metz. 


Arrest Follows Conferences. 

The mysterious arrest followed a series 
of equally mysterious conferences among 
various police officials during the day. Ru- 
mors of an arrest in the bomb case were fre- 
quent around police headquarters, especially 
after Acting Assistant Chief Lavin rushed 
into Acting Chief Schuettler’s office at 6 
o'clock and then hurried to his private offices, 
where he remained all evening in conference 
with several men. 

It was reported that it was at Lavin's office 
that the suspect was being questioned, but 
the police officials declined to make any state- 
ment regarding the matter. 

Though the police made great efforts to keep 
the arrest secret, it was rumored early in the 
evening that an important capture had been 
made by Acting Assistant Lavin’s detectives. 


Inspectors at the Conference. 

Acting Chief Schuettler had a conference 
at his office during the day with Inepectors 
Wheeler, Healy, Dorman, Hunt, Clancy, Mc- 
Cann, and Revere. The acting chief was 
closeted with the inspectors for more than 
an hour. ; 

City Collector Magerstadt was present for 
a time. After the city collector left Acting 
Chief Schuettler talked with the inspectors 
about the gambling situation and bomb 


throwing mystery. 
At the time of the last bomb explosion the 


police, officers expressed the opinion that 
some labor trouble would be found at the 
bottom of the affair, and this adds to the 
belief of the friends of Metz that some charge 
in connection with the case has been brought 
againet him, although they profese entire 
ignorance as to what ible connection 
he coulé have had with the explosion. 


Jennings Talks of the Case. 

Attorney Jennings, speaking of the arrest 
of Metz, said: 

**T have not the least idea what the trouble 
is about. Friends of the business agent 
came to me and asked me to take up the 
matter. They expressed the belief that 
Metz had been arrested in connection with 
the bomb cases, and is being kept from com- 
municating with his friends until he has 
peen questioned by the police officials. I 
shall have the matter thoroughly investi- 
gated, and will begin proceedings for the 
release of the prisoner through habeas corpus 
proceedings which will at least force the 
“lice to show their band.” | 


O’DONNELLDOUBTS 
GINGLES STORIES? 


Capt. O’Brien Swears Attor- 
ney Admitted Partial Unbe- 
lief While Asking His 
Aid to Deport Girl. 


CLASHES WITH DEFENSE. 


Woman Testifies Defendant Be- 
fore Arrest Told of a Dream 
Similar to Charges Made 
Afterward. 


Police Capt. P. D. O’Brien declared on the 
witnese stand yesterday that Patrick H. 
O'Donnell, chief counsel for Ella Gingles, on 
Wednesday of this week had confided to him 
that he did not believe the defendant's story 
in its entirety and that the lawyer requested 
the captain’s aid in deporting the girl “ after 
her acquittal.” 

The passage at arms between these former 
friends was the sensation of the hearing. 
Both men appeared willing to reveal what 
took place in a private conversation on 
Wednesday after court adjourned. Mr. 
O'Donnell had taunted the police official] and 
by his demeanor appeared to be trying te 
convince the jury he never would have taken 
up the defense if the police captain had not 
shown him Mise Gingles was being perse- 
cuted Instead of prosecuted. 

The captain seemed surprised at the on- 
slaught of his former friend and gave evi- 
dence of suppressed anger when he revealed . 
the lawyer's private opinion. It was the ap- 
parent intention of the police official to ex- 
plain hia reasons for losing feith in the gir!'s 
etory. 


Adjournment Halts Turmoil. 


Mr. O'Donnell was going at the captain 
hammer and tongs, and when the turmoil 
was at its height Judge Brentano adjourned 
court. An instant before Assistant State's 
Attorney Short managed to have the captain 
give a negative reply to this question: 

“Did Mr. O'Donnell tell you why, as @ 
lawyer, he should advocate in a court of 
record a story he did not believe?’ 

Previous to calling Capt. O’Brien the state 
partly succeeded in having one of the defend- 
ing witnesses admit that Miss Gingles early 
in January related a dream in which she ia 
a general way touched upon the bathroom 
ircident, which did not occur until the night 
of Feb. 16. 

Fewer members of woman's clubs attended 
than were at any previous session of court, 
and none except those having a direct con- 
nection with the Frances E. Willard hcspital 
testified. The defense closed with an attempt 
to attack the character of another woman 
whose name had been drawn into the case, . 
but Judge Brentano interfered. 


Denies Taggart Inquiry. 

John W. Kern, late Democratic candidate 
for vice président and personal counsel for 
“Tom ” Taggart, paid a brief visit to State's 
Attorney Wayman during the day. and 
while common rumor had it that Mr. Kern 
was investigating with a view to ascertaining 
who was responsible tor bringing Taggart’s 
name into the trial, voth .awyers declared 
the visit co.cernead a matte: foreign to the 
hearing. 

It was reported late in the evening that 
Mr. Taggart would appear to testify today 
or tomorrow. 

Miss Gingles, as usual, appeared to be 
happy and content throughout the trial, and

Answers Displease Defense.

When the defense 
had heard its own witnesses, and Capt. 
O’Brien again took the stand in rebuttal, the 
storm broke.

Burlington, Vt., July 8.—President Taft's 
participation ifm. the Lake Champlain ter- 
centenary celebration ended today end he 
left here late tonight en route to Washington. 

The celebration today was in many ways a 


York state. The president seemed more 
deeply impressed than ever with the sin- 
cerity of the expressions of good will which 
were uttered anew by the accredited repre- 
sentatives of France, Great Britain, and 
Canada. and declared that the unity which 
exists between those great nations and the 
United States never can be torn apart. 

The: entire celebration, conducted in the 
shadows of ruined old forts which have been 
surrounded in days gone by with hordes of 
fighting men, and on fields where the soldiers 
of France. America, and Great Britain have 
known the clash of swords, has been a veri- 
table feast of peace. Peace and a lasting 
era of good will have been the themes upon 
which all of the speakers have dwelt. 


Taft Calls Celebration Unique. 

The president declared in his speech today 
that the Champlain celebration would filla 
unique place in history as the memorial of 
renewed expression of the union and amity 
existing between Great Britain, France, and 
the United States. 

President Taft's speech was more along 
political lines than his previous utterances 
at the tercentenary. 

‘*T have been a good dea! interested in try- 
ing to break up in a sense—not exactly ina 
Political sense, but In the sense that you will 
understand it, that of feeling and sentiment 
—the solid south,’ he said. ‘‘ And when I 
have suggested that, the irreverant southern 
politician has suggested that it is about 
time to break up the solid north, and refer- 
ences are made to the fact that Vermont is 
just about as solid as Alabama and Georgia. 


Breakup of South Good Thing. 

‘Well, what the effect on Vermont would 
be if the south were really to break up and 
some of *those states become Republican, 
perhaps we cannot say. It is my own theory 
that Vermont and many another northern 
state has been made solidly Republican be- 
cause there was a solid south and that one 
of the benefits of breaking up a solid south 
would be that there would be no solidity any- 
where on sectional lines. 

** We have discussed at considerable length 
the effect of this memorial upon our inter- 
national relations. It cannot but be good. 
It is, as I said this morning, a memoria! that 
in this regard you cannot match the world 
over. But what Il am especially glad to wel- 
come is the intimacy of relation that such 
memorials as this are apt to increase be- 
tween this country and Canada.

EPWORTH LEAGUE SPEAKER 
SEES TREND TO SOCIALISM. 


Dr. Choan of Toronto Deprecates At- 
‘titude of Some Americans in Speech 
at Seattle Convention. 


Seattle, Wash., July 8.—[Specia!l.]—What 
was declared to be a trend of some of the 
people of America toward socialism was 
deprecated at the afternoon session of the 
international convention of the Epworth 
league by Dr. Choan of Toronto. He sald: 

‘‘If adopted socialism would necessitate @ 
quasi-military system in industry. Every 
reform must have a religious basis. An in- 
dustrial system with a secular foundation 
must fail. The.doctrine that each man must 
look out for himself is atheism applied to 
business. 

“The millionaire and the tramp are alike 
loafers in the sight of God, whose only way 
of making the desert bloom is by labor. The 
man who corners the market or in other ways 
takes advantage of the necessities of his fel- 
lows is a thief and a robber.”’ 

The speakers during the evening were the 
Rev. Purley A. Baker of Columbus, O., presi- 
dent of the National Anti-Saloon league, and 
the Rev. Homer C. Stuntz, secretary of the 
beard of foreign misstons of the Methodist 
Episcopal church.

Edwin G. Dexter, commissioner of educa- 
tton for Porto Rico, offered a resolution urg- 
ing that congress be asked to confer citizen- 
ship on the people of Porto Rico. He said 
this would be agreeable to the teach- 
ers in the island, as it would be a 
glowing reward of merit to hold before the 
eyes of the Porto Ricans to tell him he would 
one day become a citizen of the United States. 


Suffragette Comes to Fore. 

Immediately a member from Alabama 
arose and proposed to tack on a little sugges- 
tion about freedom for the Filipinos. He 
said they had been nurtured by the eagle of 
freedom going on ten years now and thus 
far the only civilizing influence they had felt 
was the water cure. 

Miss Mary Shirley of California then dé- 
clared: ‘* Now if there is going to be any 
freedom advocated here I want to make an- 
other amendment. If the savages of Porto 
Rico and of the Philippines are going to get 
support here I want the voice of this asso- 
ciation to be raised in behalf of those who 
deserve it most—the women of the Untied 
States.’’

For the city 
of Chicago, as before reported, the total real 
estate assessed valuation is $349,071,816. 
The grand total of real estate assessed valu- 
ation for Cook county is therefore $379,873, - 
253. This being one-fifth of the full valua- 
tion, the full valuation of real estate in Cook 
county stands on the assessors’ books at 
$1,890,366, 265. 


Big Increase in Cook County. 

In 1908, after the revision of the assessors’ 
books by the board of review, the valuation 
of real estate in Cook county was $1,851,836,- 
590. From these figures it is seen that the 
assessors estimate that the value of real 
estate in Cook county has increased $47,529,- 
675 during the fiscal year. 

Statements from the board of assessors, 
published last week, demonstrated that the 
assessors’ books showed an increase in full 
valuation of personal property in Cook county 
over the final figures of the board of review 
for 1908 of $93,102,185, the total personal prop- 
erty valuation for Cook county for 1909 be- 
ing $576,218,735, as against $483,116,550 in 
1008. 

The grand total of increase, therefore, real 
estate and personal property, of the asses- 
sors’ figures for 1909, as against the board of 
review’s figures for 1908 is $140.631,860. The 
grand total of real and personal property for 
the county at full valuation, as registered on 
the rolls of the assessors, is $2,475,585,000. 
In 1908 this total was $2,334,953,140.

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STAMPS MAR POSTAL CARDS? 


Collectors of Views Discuss Care 
of Big Collections. 


WOMAN MEMBER HAS 25,000. 


Delegates to Convention Also Talk of 
Starting Printing Plant. 


A national society for the promulgation of 
the picture post card is one of the recent ac- 
quisitions of this country, with ramifications 
into the eastern hemisphere, and representa- 
tive members of it are now assembled in Chi- 
cago, holding daily meetings of eight hours 
each in the Briggs house for the purpose of 
discussing some of the large issues of the 
organization. 

Whether to adopt a uniform necktie pin 
was one of the considerations presented yes- 
terday through a-letter by a member in Cata- 
lina island. A proposition was voted upon 
whether to give up their rented national 
headquarters in Nashville, Tenn., buy 4 lot, 
and erect a building on it—the narrow con- 
fines of the office suite already being entirely 
inadequate in which to transact the business 
of the 5,000 members. 

An important step has already been taken 
in the purchase of a printing plant, “on 
which ""—to quote the written words of the 
president, who could not attend because his 
wife was a delegate from Tennessee and they 
could not both leave home at once—” we ex- 
pect soon to print a magazine second to none 
in the United States.””’ At present they are 
negotiating for an up to date wire stitcher. 


Discuss Dates of Meetings. 

Another vital subject was considered, but 
it will not be acted upon without further re- 
flection. Thisis whether or not to call annual 
or bi-annual state meetings, a responsibility 
resting’ with the members here who decide 
this matter, inasmuch as only about three 
states are represented, and the expense 
which their affirmative decision would entail 
on each state of the union would be several 
hundreds of dollars. As the secretary put it, 
‘‘our action here tonight will regulate what 
5,000 members will have to do and is a serious 
proposition.’”’ 

Perhaps the most serious consideration was 
presented in the question of whether or not 
to delegate the secretary, Mrs. Thurston 
Johnson of Nashville, to write to the post- 
master general and ask him to provide a 
regulation for those who preferred having 
their cards stamped on the view side. As 
Mrs. Johnson said in the peroration of her 
speech preceding the vote on this question, 
‘it is one of the extremely serious problems 
of our organization and cannot be too gravely 
considered.”’ 


Stamps on the View Side? 

‘The magnitude of it is outlined in the fact 
the members cannot consistently ask to have 
a law- passed providing that all stamps be 
placed on the view side, for whereas Mrs. 
Johnson and many of the others, particularly 
the foreign correspondents, prefer them that 
way, the member from Meadville, Ind., and 
others refused to have theirs 80 defaced, 

“If I want my stamp to show in the 
album,” he argued, “ I’ll steam it off over a 
tea kettle and paste it on the view side. 

The general feeling, however, is that the 
‘stamp where it will show in the album, par- 
ticularly on foreign postals, gives class and 
authenticity to them, and forever refutes 
the suspicion that they have been bought 
from a jobber in foreign goods residing in 
one’s home city. The result is that the 
proposition to go to Washington ia to allow 
the stamp to be placed on the off side, but 
not to ineist upon it in the case of the repre- 
sentative from Indiana and othera. 


Caring for Collections.’

Probation Officer Calls for Help 
to Watch Over Girls. 


START OUT FOR CAMP TODAY. 


Gov. Deneen and Others Will Visit 
Militiamen During Stay. 


While the Illinois National guard was pre- 
paring last night to march on Camp Deneen, 
near Elgin, Mrs. Etta L. Bennett, Kane 
county probation officer, issued a call for 
twenty women to act as volunteer assistants 
to help keep watch over young girls on the 
streets of Elgin during the soldiers’ stay. It 
is expected that 8,000 militiamen will go into 
camp and be visited by Gov. Deenen and 
other officials. 

This move by the probation officer was 
criticised by many residents of Elgin as en- 
tirely uncalled for. Chicago National guard 
officers united in the belief the soldiers’ con- 
duct will be above reproach. 

Mrs. Bennett's appeal was directed particu- 
larly to Y. W. C. A. and the W. C. T. U., 
both of which, as organizations, have joined 
in the movement started by the Rev. Charles 
L. Morgan of the First Congregational 
church, Elgin, and indorsed by other minis- 
ters of that city. Employers and parents in 
Elgin have been asked to assist. 


Appeal Made in Statement. 

The appeal of Mrs. Bennett was made in 
this statement:' 

**IT am more than thankful to the different 
societies that have already taken the matter 
up, and, although convinced of the moral sup- 
port, I want more than that. It is my duty 
to care for the delinquent girls under 17 years 
of age, and the two weeks’ encampment will 
bring a big problem. 

‘Alone I will be able to do but Httle. 
With fifteen or twenty assistants from the 
women of the state, I think it can be han- 
died. If each church society in the city 
would or could furnish me with one assistant, 
some woman, who would be able to help every 
evening, it would be an immense help. The 
only way we can look out for these girls is to 
be on the lookout every evening and take 
every possible safeguard to keep them under 
our eyes. I will be more than glad to hear 
the ideas of any oné interested. lam willing 
to coiperate with church people who have 
taken it up and want them to codéperate with 
me.” 


Soldiers Start This Morning. 

The militlamen’s march on Kane county 
is scheduled to begin at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at which hour the First cavalry wilt! set 
out.

ELECTRIC TRAIN KILLS TWO 
ON TRACK NEAR FOREST PARK 


No Definite Identification Made of the 
Man and Woman, Who Had Been

A man and woman were killed yesterday 
morning by an east bound Aurora, Elginand 
Chicago electric railroad train 100 yards east 
of the Desplaines river, near Forest Park. 

A broken fishing pole was picked up near 
the body of the man.

BEITLER HOLDS THEM VOID. 


Municipal Judge Would Commit Man 
Wedded in Court House, 


The legality of the marriage ties that bind 
several thousand Chicagoans probably will 
be passed om by the Supreme court of the 
state next fall. The marriages in question 
are those performed in the city by justices 
|} of the peace since the establishment of the 
Municipal court. Municipal Judge Beitler 
yesterday held such marriages illegal, and 
arrangements were made to take the case 


that brought out the ruling to the highest 
court. 


The number of nuptial knots thus involved 
is believed to be in excess of 8,000. Justice 
Joseph Arns of Wilmette was established in 
the courthouse until May 1, and he said last 
evening he believed he had performed an 
average of four marriages a day. Arns hav- 
ing been ousted, recently Justice Thompkins 
of Oak Park appears to have been doing 
considerable business, but nothing to come 
up to the record of his predecessor. 

Few justice of the peace marriages, it is 
believed, have been performed in the city in

Case Brings Up the Issue. 

Judge Beitler’s decision that will lead toa 
final determination of the question was made 
in the case of Joseph Stanleykiewitz, who 
rad been arrested on a charge made by Miss 
Nora Pajak. The former, to avoid prosecu- 
tion, took the young woman to the court- 
house, obtained a marriage license, and a 
ene was performed by Justice Thomp- 

ns. 

When the couple returned to Judge Beitler 
he said the marriage was invalid. Stanley- 
kiewitz, bewildered, sought to get another 
license so he could be married by a Municipal! 
court Judge. At the marriage license office 
he was informed that he had already re- 
ceived one permit and that legally he was 
married, and that another license would not 
be issued to him. 

Stanleykiewitz then hurfied back to Judge 
Beitler’s court. 

“ They tell me I am married and can’t get 
another license,’’ he said. 

“Tf you had been married outside of the 
city limits your marriage would be legal,”’ 
Judge Beitler ruled. “ Under the circum- 
stances, and following the statutes, I must 
remand you to jail. Many of these cases 
have come here since the establishment of 
the Municipal court. The law making the 
Municipal court specifically states that the 
judges shall usurp the powers of the jus- 
tices of the peace in Chicago.” 


Await Higher Court’s Ruling. 
Attorney Louis H. Marks, representing 


a writ of habeas corpus for his client. 

Assistant State’s Attorney F. L. Barnett 
‘suggested that Stanleykiewitz be released 
on bonds and the matter continued until 
October to give Attorney Marks an oppor- 
tunity to have the Supreme court pass upon 
the case.

CHICAGO LEADS IN AUTHORS 


Publishers Say New Writers Are 
Most Numerous Here. 


FICTION IS WELL IN FRONT. 


Book Fair Men Will Have Outing at 
Hinsdale Today. 


More budding authors are showing their 
heads in Chicago than in any other city in 
the country, publishers at the book fair being 
held at the Palmer house said yesterday. 
The west and the middle west is the home 
of the new writers, it was said, but Chicago 
is particularly their abiding place. 

Fiction affords the chief temptation to the 
rising generation of authors. Poetry has few 
devotees, and the publishers have Hmited 
offerings in brand new verse. 

“More new writers are in the field this 
year thar ever before,” said a representative 
of Reilly & Britton, Chicago publishers. 
“And most of them come out of the west, 
the states lying ground Chicago. This city 
is far ahead of all others in its number of 
competitors for honors in literature. 


Novels Far in the Lead. 

“Of the season’s new books the greater 
part are novels. This class of fiction shows 
an enormous increase over the offerings of 
last year. Short stories follow, but some 
distance behind, and poetry is at the end of 
the procession. Indiana writers no longer 
take to verse. They are giving their atten- 
tion to prose instead. 

“In bindings the colors tend to be more 
modest. The ultra ‘ yellow back’ books are 
toned down, and altogether the volumes are 
far more artistic in outward appearance than 
for years. The trade ts remarkably promis- 
ing, the outlook being brighter than ever 
before in my experience.” 

The day was given over to business and 
the publishers displayed their wares most 
temptingly to the buyers, each arguing that 
he had the best seller of the year. 


Ready for Field Day. 

The publishers and authors and their 
friends who thronged the corridors leading 
to the fair will hold a “ field day” at the 
Hinsdale golf grounds today. There will be 
‘athletic contests between the east and west, 

a baseball game being the crowning event. 

Included in the program are walking, run- 
ning, and jumping contests, contests on 
* Salesmanship,”’ and an old age contest. A 
penalty is attached to any publisher who 
closes a contract on “ field day,’’ and to the 
buyer who solicits a sale.

PRESIDENT JUDSON’S LETTER 
REFRESHES MYERS’ MEMORY. 


Minister Gives Revised Version of 


Correspondence and Conversation 
Over Prof. Foster. 


On his return from Grand Haven, Mich., 
yesterday, the Rev. Johnston Myers read- 
justed his version of his correspondence and 
conversation with President Judson of the 
University of Chicago regarding Prof. George 
B. Foster. 

** President Judson says I sent him a let- 
ter,”’ Dr. Myers said, referring to Dr, Jud- 
son's communication to THE TRIBUNE. ‘I 
don't remember such a letter, but if he has 
it I suppose I wrote it. He says he did not 
mention his attitude toward Prof. Foster's 
religious views. Not in his letter, perhaps, 
but he did in a conversation I had with him. 

**‘ Now, as I remember it,’’ Dr. Myers said, 
jogging hig memory again, “ Dr. Judson said 
he was sorry the ministers should have be- 
come so antagonistic over the issue of Prof. 
Foster. No, he did not commit himself fur- 
ther.” 

Regarding Dr. Judson’s real statements as 
to the attitude of the university and its head 
toward the removal of Prof. Foster from the 
faculty, the minister said: 

“If he won't, then it is up to us to force 
him to do it.” ’ 

This, he added, could be aceomplished by 
the ministers’ conference in the fall. Dr. 
Myers said that if the university is not a 
Baptist school, he wanted back his $100 he 
had contributed when the first appeals for 
money were made.

Structure at U. of C. Is Nucleus 
of $1,000,000 Group. 


BREAK GROUND THISSUMMER 


Thousands Contribute Toward Fund; 
John D. Rockefeller Gives $600,000.

Plans for the William, Rainey Harper 
library, drawn by Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, 
have been accepted by the board of trustees 
of the University of Chicago and ground will! 
be broken during the summer for the erec- 
tion of the university’s largest and most 
costly structure. The design is now present- 
ed to the public for the first time, 

When completed, the library with the adé- 
jacent structures for the classics, history. 
modern languages, and philosophy, will cost 
about $1,000,000. Thousards of persons con- 
tributed to the library fund in sums from $1 
to $600,000, the latter amount being the gift 
of John D. Rockefeller, who offered to give 
$3 for every $1 contributed by other persons. 


Other Structures to Be Built. 

It is the present intention of the university 
Officials to erect only the library building of 
the group shown in the center of the accom- 
panying illustration.

On the third floor 
will be a large reading room, 58 feet wide and 
140 feet long. 


Will Be Fireproof. | 

The building will be fireproof, of blue Bed- 
ford Kimestone and similar to the general 
English Gothic style of architecture of the 
other university structures. , 

Immediately to the west of the brary will 
be the modern languages building, while the 
classics will have a home adjoining on the 
west of the modern languages building. The 
history building will adjoin the library on 
the east and the philosophy building will 
form the eastern extremity of the group.

TARIFF DEBATE IN THE SENATE.

, Washington, D. C., July 8.—The uncom- 
pleted corporation tax provision was the 
first subject of the day’s consideration in the 
senate, and Senator Daniel resumed the 
speech he began yesterday. His remarks 
were in defense of his amendment levying a 
tax of one-quarter of 1 per cent on the gross 


stock of more than $300,000. 

Mr. Bacon suggested that the Virginia sen- 
ator change his. plans for taxing corporations 
to make it apply also to corporations that 
have gross receipte of more than $300,000 
annually. 

Then Mr. Bacon offered his amendment as 
an amendment to the proposition made by the 
Virginia senator. 


Aldrich and Bacon Clash. - 

“I move to Jay the amendments on the 
table,’’ curtly interposed the chairman of the 
finance committee. 

“ Which gmendment?”’ interposed Mr. 
Bacon, rising in his place with a show of 
* Both, if I can,”’ said Mr. Aldrich. 

**T rise to a point of order, if I can have the 
attention of the chair,”’ persisted Mr. Bacon. 

** The senator from Georgia always has the 
attention of the ‘chair if he will state his 
point of order,”’ replied Vice President Sher- 
man in suave tones that suggested harmony. 

After a short exchange of views of just 
what happened the amendments wero “ laid 
on the table.”’

The corporation tax amendment as per- 
fected by the committee then was agred¢d to, 
and Mr. Aldrich announced that with the 
exception of the tobacco tax the bill was 
perfected so far as committee amendments 
were concerned. 

Mr. Bacon offered an amendment providing 


for a special tax and for the regulation of 


sales upon stock exchanges and insisted upon 
a strict adherence to parliamentary rules in 
disposing of it. This insistence was em- 
phasized by an equally pversistent purpose on 
the part of Mr. Aldrich to dispose of it as 
quickly as poseible. 

“It is apperent,”’ said Mr. Bacon, after 
several clashes with Mr. Aldrich, * that there 
are centain senators, who by reason of their 
relations to the majority, assume to have 
greater rights than other senators on this 
floor. lIresent that assumption, and so long 
as I am permitted to remain here I do not 
intend to submit to- such lordly pretensions 
as are made here.” 

At the first opportunity Mr. Aldrich moved 


i to lay the amendment on the table, which 


was agreed to by 44 to 34. | 


Benator Martin in Protest. 


The tobaccé tax amendment was laid be- 
fore the senate after the disposal! of the other 
measures. Mr. Martin protested against it 
as carrying a large increase of taxation on 
the tobacco industry. 

“The manufacturers and dealers,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ will not pay this tax. They will re- 
imburse themselves out of the pockets of the 
people.”’ 

“ This.” said: Mr. Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, referring to the increased tobacco tax, 
‘is a direct tax upon the laboring class, who 


actually consume 90 per cent of all chewing 


tobacco and snuff.”’ 

After Mr. Simmons had concluded Mr. 
Aldrich called for a vote on the tobacco 
amefidment, but Mr. Batley said that Mr. 
Daniel, who had been called from thé cham- 
ber, desired to speak. Therefore Mr. Bailey 
spoke, for the avowed purpose of holding the 
floor until the Virginia senator's return. 

‘The senator from Rhode Island is trying 
his best not to ‘hear, me because he does not 
like to be reminded of his inconsistencies,” 
said Mr. Bailey. 

Thus gaining Mr. Aldrich’s attention, Mr. 
Bailey said: ‘ But I will do him the justice 
of saying that he probably is no more in 
sympathy with the tobacco tax than he is 
with the corporation tax.” 


Mr. Daniel Has an Inning. 


Mr. Daniel returned and spoke at length 
against the tobaccoamendmént. ik 

‘The strong factories,’ he said, ** will take 
the tax from the labor and material.’”’ 

Mr. Daniel gave notice that he would move 
to amend the finance committee's proposition 
by striking out the proposed 8 cents on to- 


bacco and snuff and retaining the existing 6 | 


cent tax. 

** These tables demonstrate that the tax on 
tobacco never has affected the price cf leaf 
tobacco,”’ said Mr. Beveridge, presenting an 
elaborate statement prepared by the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, in reply to Sen- 
ator Daniel and the others who had aseerted 
that the imposition of an increased tax im- 
posed a burden upon the farmer producing 
tobacco. 

The protests by the American Tobacco 
he said, showed how the trust 
viewed the effect of the tax. The trust, he 
declared, would have to pay the increased 
tax. It would, he added, transfer from the 
trust’s treasury to the treasury of the United 


States $0,500,000 annually. 


Mr. Bailey Declares Himself. 


Ingisting that the tobacco trust did have 
power to shift its taxes upon the people, Sen- 
ator Bailey declared his belief that “ men 
who take by force are about as honest and 
respectable as men who take by fraud.”’ 

“TIT am not sure,” he said, “that the to- 
bacco trust that levies upon the people ought 
to enjoy our favor any more than those night 
riders who seek in that way to regulate their 
affairs.”’ 

By a vote of 24 to 54 an amendment by Mr. 
Daniel to reduce the tax on tobacco from & 
cents to. 6 cents a pound was rejected. By 
a vote of 52 to 25 the committee tax amend- 
ment was then agreed to. 

Senator Aldrich accepted Mr. Bradley's 
amendment to remove the 6 cents a pound tax 
on leaf tobacco. It was agreed to by a viva 
voce vote. 

This is practically the same provision as 
that which pa‘ gy the house. It removesthe 
tax of 6 cents a pound on the tobacco grower 
as a vender and thus removes what is sup- 
posed to be the cause of the night rider at- 
tacks in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

The tobacco tax schedule as a whole was 
adopted by the senate.

Curtis Amendment Accepted. 

he Curtis amendment Mr. 
Sp pongo a communication which de- 
clared that while ofl had been on ‘the free 
list the countervailing duty placed upon it 
constituted ‘‘a joker” that really gave ita 
high rate of protection. This, it was de- 
clared, had brought into the treasury of the

Newlands Amendment Tabled. 

An amendment by Mr. Newlands creating a

Advocating the placing of crude asphaltum 
on the free list, Mr. Burton said such action 
would reduce from'5 to 15 per cent the cost of 
asphalt paving. This proposition was op- 
posed by Senator Flint, who declared that 
frée asphalt meant the further strengthening 
of the asphalt trust. 

‘Is there an asphalt trust?’ inquired Mr.

Flood of Amendments.

Among the first of the amendments offered 
was one by Mr. Dixon of Montana, who pre- 
sented the inheritance tax provision of the 
house bill so changed as to raise the exemp- 
tion clause from $10,000 to $25,000. Without 
debate it was laid on the table on motion of 
Mr. Aldrich. 

Mr. Aldrich suggested a change in the 
paragraph relating to mattings respecting 
the number of ends of the warp, which, he 
said, would accomplish a large reduction in 
the duty. The change was accepted. 

Mr. McLaurin, having presented an amend- 
ment placing on the free list carpenters and 
blacksmiths’ tools and farmers’ implements, 
it was met with the usual suggestion from 
Mr. Aldrich that it should go to the table. 
The motion carried. 


Beveridge Has Amendment. 

Mr. Beveridge then took the floor to pre- 
sent a proposition relative to tinplate. It 
was intended to make the drawback provi- 
sion of the bill inoperative so far as it applies 
to tinplate. Mr. Beveridge explained that 
within the brief period of twelve years the 
Standard Oil company had paid $20,000,000 
in duties on tinplate and afterward upon 
making it into oil cans for export had had 
that vast amount returned to’it as a draw- 
back.

It would be. within..the. provision of a 
court, it is conceded, to permit the taxes to be 
collected; subject to a .refund,, but such a 
course is unusual and it is a well known fact 
that money once paid into the treasury is 
exceedingly hard to get back. and even when 
returned involves a multiplicity of complica- 
tiene. Secretary of the Treasury.-MacVeagh 
is out of the city, but an official of the de- 
partment of justice, who is qualified to speak 
on the subject, declared that he believed the 
bill as now framed is clearly constitutional 
and that any’ action looking to a test of con- 
stitutionality would not prewent the secre- 
ary of the treasury from proceeding to col- 
lect the tax in the usual way.

| was sounded today in Washington by 
a special committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Clothiers. The organization purports 
to be composed of 97 per cent of the leading 
elothing manufacturers of the United States, 
gupplying ¥5 per cent of the clothing. 

The committee, in @ statement issued as 
@ protest to the senate, deplores the reten- 
tion of what are practically Dingley bill 
rates on wool and says that their effect has 
been such in recent years as gradually to 
reduce the amount of woo! carried in im- 
ported cloth. , ou; 

Through the inability of the cloth to stand 
ordinary wear the manufacturer has been 
gradually deprived of the*opportunity to 
produce garments upon which good reputa- 
tion can be based, and the prices consequent- 
ly must go up. The members of the special 
committee are:

Statement by Committee. 

Setting forth frankly the prices that are 
proposed for clothing next season, the com- 
mittee says: 

“The advanced prices on worsteds which 
have been announced following the steady 
deterioration of fabrics in weight and quality 
resulting from the operations of the Dingley 
bill will add to the retail price approximately 
$2.50 on a $10 sutt of clothes, $3 on a $15 suit, 
and $5 on a $20 suit, or from 20 per cent to %5 
per cent to the cost of the clothing to the 
wearer. The aggregate burden of the in- 
creased cost of men’s and boys’ clothing ito 
the American people Onder the present ad- 
vance alone will be $120,000,000 for the year 
1910, which is twice the value of the annual 
domestic wool clip.’’- 

The foregoing, it is set forth, demonstrates 
the results already apparent to the actual 
manufacturers of clothing, and they can see 
no change unless the senate bill through 
some miracle undergoes a radical overhaul-' 
ing before it reaches the presicent. . 


Deterioration in Quality. 

According to their statement issued today 

the clothing manufacturers have reached the 
belief that the effect of the Vingley schedules 
plainly has been the deterioration of the qual- 
ity of popular priced clothing. The state- 
ment is made that standard winter worsteds 
which ranged twelve years ago from twenty- 
one to twenty-four ouncesin weigh: toa yard 
have gradually been decreased in weight so 
that they now range from fourteen to sixteen 
ounces, and standard spring worsteds, which 
ranged from fourteen tq sixteen ounces in 
weight per yard, haye gradually been de- 
creased so that they range now from nine io 
twelve ounces per yard. — 

In consequence, it is declared. a deteriora- 
tion of fully 331-3 per cent’ 
taken place in addition to the establishment 
of a much higher range of prices for the same 
qualities of goods. The clothing manufac- 
turer, therefore, through the inability of the 

‘¢loth to stand ordinary wear, is deprivec of 
the opportunity to produce garments upon 
which a good reputation can be based. 


Failure of Wool Supply. 


The committee in its statement says: 

“The situation has been-further aggravat- 
ed by the failure of the wool supply in this 
country to keep pace with the growth in 
population and by the further fact that, co- 
incident with the limitation of supplies, com- 
petition has been to a great extent eliminated 
by large and powerful combinations of 
woolen and worsted manufacturers and spin- 
hers, who practically fix their own priceg 
and dominate the market. There has been evi- 
Gence of the fact that if the tariff charges 
should be lowered their members would be 
the first to suffer by the reduction, as all of 
them have stocks of clothing as well as wool- 
ens On hand and under contract which would 
have to be sold at a loss in profit upon the 
basis of the readjustment of prices, which 
would naturally follow any reduction. The 
consumer, however, would be the immediate 
and permanent gainer. 

“The National Association of Clothiers is 
willing the present tariff on Clothing should 
be reduced in proportion to any downward 
change which may be made in the wool 
schedule.”’ 


Quote from Experience. 


The committee says that its statements are 
made from direct experience and are not the 
averments of theorists, and that the member- 
ship of the National Association of Clothiers 
is made up largely of Republican protection- 
ists who are conrronted by an acute situa- 
tion which forces them to demand a change 
in the tariff to enable them to clothe the great

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RECEIVER MAY ASK $125,000 


Rumor Gives This as Bill for Set- 
tling Booth & Co. Affairs. 


DOUBT AS TO THE FACT. 


Men Interested Say Any Excessive 
Charge Would Be Contested, 


Rumors were current on La Salle street 
yesterday that the creditors of the bankrupt 
corporation of A. Booth & Co. were about to 
be called? upon to meet a large bili for the 
receivership. 

P. A. Valentine and his associates have 
paid to Receiver W. J. Chalmers the sum of 
$1,090,000 cash for the assets, good will, and 
so forth of A. Booth & Co., and the business 
wile been turned over to the Booth Fish- 
eries company, the receivership is about to 
be wound up. Before there is a distribution 
of the assets among the creditors the re- 
cetver’s fees must be paid. . 

According to information which is said to 
have leaked out: yesterday the cost of the 
receivership will amount to nearly $200,000 
aside from the expenses of the business dur- 
ing the time that it was being operated by 
Mr. Chalmers. ; 


Big Charge for Services. 

One of the largest items on this bill of 
the receiver 1s said to be a charge of $125,000 
for the services and expenses of Mr. Chal- 
mers during the nine months he was acting 
as the official representative of the court in 
conducting the business. 

Whether or not this is the correct amount 
it is impossible to state accurately in the 
absence of Mr. Chalmers, who is in the east, 
Charles L. Allen of the law firm of Herrick, 
Allen & Boyeson, who were attorneys for 
the receiver, said the work of the receiver 
has not been completed yet, and therefore ao 
estimate of the cost of the receivership can 
be made at thie time. 

‘“‘The bill for expenses cannot be made up. 
until the work is completed,” he said, “ and 
when that time comes and the receiver is 
ready to be discharged, he will present his 
bill to the court in itemized form, and the 
amount of his fee will have to be passed upoa 
and allowed by the court. 


Court Final Judge of Bill. 

“Of course, if it is excessive, the court 
will not allow it, and as the court is the 
final judge in these matters, there is Httle 
chance that the creditors will be called upon 
to pay any excessive amount.” 

Silas Strawn, of the firm of Winston Payne, 
Strawn & Shaw, who represented Mr. Valen- 
tine In the negotiations with the creditors,

Big Procession Celebrates the 
200th Anniversary of Pol- 
tava in Russia. 


HEADED BY HOLY IKONS. 


Czar to Help Mark . Victory 
Which Crushed Power of 
Swedes in Muscovy, 


POLTTAVA, Russia, July 8.—The celebra- 
tion of the two hundredth anniversary of the 
battle of Poltava, which crushed the power 
of the Swedes in Russia and marked the 
beginning of the modern Russian empire, 
was inaugurated today. with the so-called 
“* March of the Crosses,” or religious proces- 
sion, from Poitava city to the site of vic- 
tory, four miles outside of the town. 

The * March of the Crosses” was an im- 


posing testimonial to the power of religious | 


faith of the Ruesian peasantry. Headed by 
the high church dignitaries, including the 
metropolitan and fourteen bishops with ban- 
ners, crosses, and ikons from the Poltava 
churches, thousands of worshipers plodded 
the dusty roads from the town to the battle- 
field under a blazing gun, the temperature 
being well above 100, 

At the battlefield this column was joined 
by a second procession bearing two wonder 
working ikons dating from the battle of 
Poltava, the first being the mfraculous ikoa 
which Peter the Great carried with his army 
to insure victory at Poltava, and the second 
being the ikon from the village of Zhukoff, on 
which the Swedes sacrilegiously played 
checkers before their overwhelming defeat. 


Parade of Troops. 

Then followed a parade of troops around 
the monument erected to the fallen Swedes 
by their magnanimous opponents. 

Emperor Nichobas will arrive here early 
tomorrow and it is generally expected that 
he will. utilize the anniversary to make an 
important pronouncement on the agrarian 
problem. 

The hundreds of peasant deputies who have 
been called from their harvesting to attend 
the festival are fully confident that.the czar 
will talk to them on the land question when 
they are presented, but the emperor instead 
may..make an announcement of his policy 
in anewer to the address of Prince Kochuby, 
who is the head of the Poltava zemstvo. 

Prince Kochuby, it is understood, will ask 
the imperial sanction for the opening of a 
school of higher agricultural education at 
Poltava. 


Deputations Fill Town, 

The little town of Poltava is fairly sub- 
merged by deputations arriving from all 
parts of Russia to participate in the festivi- 
ties. Every street is gay with flags and bunt- 
ing, and the hotels and private houses are 
crowded.with members of the nobility, great 
land owners, and high court functionaries. 

The military, including four entire regi- 
ments and the color companies of forty-two 
other regiments participating in the battle, 
are camped in the battlefield barracks. 

Tents have been erected to shelter the depu- 
tations of peasantry and the poorer classes,

Fears are entertained by Colombians who 
are inclined to peace that the situation will 
get beyond the control of the president-desig- 
nate, Gen. Holguin, who fs, however, con- 
sidered an able statesman. 


Reyes Says Uprising Is Local. 

PARIS, July 8.—Gen. Rafael Reyes, the 
president of the republic of Colombia, who is 
stopping in this city with his’ daughter, 
minimizes the revolution which broke out 
at Barranquilla Sunday last against his gov- 
ernment. He said today that his’ advices 
from Gen. Holguin, the president-designate, 
with whom he is in tonstant touch, are to thie 
effect that the trouble was confined to Bar- 
ranquilila. 2 ti 

“Colombla always needs an iron hand,” 
said Gen. Reyes. “ When I became presi- 
dent of the republic five years ago I had no 
trouble in restoring and maintaining order. 
Now it is a case of the English proverb, 
‘When the cat’s away the mice will play.’ ”’ 

Gen. Reyes says he does not believe the 
trouble on the Atlantic coast is in any way 
due to discontent over the tripartite treaty 
between Colombia, Panama, and the United 
States, which the coming Colombian congress 
is expected to ratify. He thinks the gov- 
ernment apparently is able to cope with th 
situation. '

“OVERWHELMING DEMANDS.” 

Senator Dixon of Montana made a 
speech last week on the eubject of na- 
tional enditures which is calculated 
to alafyh those who think the nationh! 
government has been extravagant and 
should econotmiize. The senator said the 
orders to department chiefs this year 
were to cut appropriations to the very 
bone. He believed it would be done, but 
for this year only. If it were the prac- 
tice, “ important government enterprises ” 
would suffer serious embarrassment, 

The senator specified a few of them: 
(1) The deep waterway from Chicago 
to the gulf, with a cross arm of real in- 
land navigation from Pittsburg to Sioux 
City, which will take $500,000,000., 

(2) The inland waterway from New 
York southward along the Atlantic coast 
and from New Orleans te’ Galveston, 
costing $100,000,000. 

(8) An expenditure of $50,000,000, 
which a business government “ would not 
shrink from,” to irrigate the vast areas 
of arid land of the west instead of the 
“mere pittance” now allowed for the 
purpose. a8 ? 

(4) ‘Not less than $10,000,000 should 
be appropriated annually to rehabilitate 
the Aniérican shipping“marine. 

_(5) It will take $25,000,000 to provide 
the public buildings now badly needed at 
Washington. to house various départments 
of the government. 

(6) There should. be a liberal appro- 
priation ‘for surveying the public lands 
instead of the “pitifully. insignificant 
sum” now doled out. 

“With these overwhelming demanda 
confrenting us,” said the senator, “ we 
are confronted by a not Increasing rev 
enue.” He anticipates a decrease 
through the spread of prohibition senti- 
ment 4nd a much’ more extensive. pro- 
duction of beet -sugar in-the west. -Nat- 
urally, therefore, he voted for the cor- 
poration tax, whose proceeds will assist 
in meeting the “ overwhelming demands.” 

If congress were to accept his mag- 
‘nificent program of expenditure the cor- 
poration tax would not and could ‘not, be 
the temporary tax Senator Aldrich has 
said it would be. The government would 
be unable to get along without ft. The 
proceeds .of an income tax, if one could 
be levied, would also be required. Thus 
far there has been no popular protest 
against the rising tide of governmental 
expenditure. There might be one if di- 
rect taxation were resorted to, for then 
the people would see more clearly . than 


they do now the effect of congressional 


extravagance on their pocketbooks.

RANCE’S royal house of Bourbon owes 

a debt of gratitude to that diligent his- 

" torical student and able writer, the Vi- 

comte de Reiset, who has by dint of 

much careful research embodied in a 

book just published disposed of the very 

widespread doubts as to the royal character 

of the parentage of King Louls Philippe. At 

the same time the vicomte’s discoveries dis- 

prove the claims of Lord Newborough, who 

has an American wife, to possess a strain of 
the royal blood of Prance is his veins. 

For nearly a hundred years it has been 
asserted and credited, not only by the public 
at large but also at foreign courts, espe- 
cially at that of St. Petersburg, that King 
Louis Philippe of France was a changeling 
and that he was in reality the offspring of a 
certain Lorentio Chiappini, warden of the jail 
of Modigilana in Tuscany. 

It was asserted’ that on the same night 
when the wife of Chiappini gave birth to a 


son a distinguished French couple, bearing | 


the names of Comte and Comtesee de Join- 
ville, had born to them, in the inn of Modi- 
gliana, a little girl. It was added that, being 
extremely anxious for a boy, they induced 
the jailer and his wife, by means of a liberal 
payment, to consent to an exchange of the 
children, the girl of the French couple being 
brought up by the jailer and his wife under 
the name of Maria Stella Chiappini, whereas 
the boy was carried off to France. 

As the name of Joinville is that of one 
of the former possessions of the house of 
Orleans which has often been used in the 
past, sometimes in connection with the title 
of prince, and sometimes with that of count, 
by members of the family, it was assumed 
that the French couple who visited Modi- 
giiana in the summer of 1773 were the future 
regicide duke of Orleans and his consort.

Maria Stella grew up to be a beautiful girl 
with a remarkable talent for dancing, which 
led tofier early debut on the stage of Florence 
at the theater of the Piazza Vecchia. There 
she attracted the attention of the first Lord 
Newborough, who became so infatuated that 
he insisted on marrying her. She was the 
mother of two sons, who each became Lord 
Newborough in his turn. The second of them 
was the grandfather of the present Lord 
Newborough, who is, therefore, the great- 
grandson of the beautiful ballerina, Maria 
Stella. 

After twenty years of marriage Maria Stel- 
la became a widow, and four years later con- 
tracted a second marriage with the Russian 
Baron Ungern-Sternberg. 

In 1820, being a woman of 47 at the time 
and separated from her second husband, 
Lady Newborough found herself in Italy at 
the time when Laurentio Chiappinidied. She 
visited him repeatedly during his last iliness 
at Florence, and afterwards asserted she re~- 
ceived from him a letter, which she showed, 
and which bore his signature, in which he. 
eonfessed that she was not his daughter, but 
the child of a French noble, with whom he 
had exchanged babies in August, 17783. 

Equipped with this letter she managed to 
obtain from the tribunals of the grand duchy 
of Tuscany afecree ordering the amendment 
of her birth certificate and her designation 
therein ae the daughter of the Comte and 
OHomtesse de Joinville of France, instead of 
the daughter of Laurentio Chiappini. This 
decree bore the date of May 29, 1824. 

On the strength of this decree, Lady New- 
borough-—for ‘she had retained her English 
title after her second marriage—built up a 
stery to the effect that she was the lawful 
daughter of the ‘‘ Egalite ” duke of Orleans 
and of his consort and that Louls Philippe 
was merely a changeling. In fact, she em- 
bodied this story in a pamphlet, which bore 
the title of “‘ Maria Stella; or, Criminal Sub- 
stitution of a Maiden of the Most Illustrious 
Rank for a Boy of the Most Lowly Parentage.” 
This pamphlet was circulated far and wide. 
It was sent to every monarchical court in Eu- 
rope and found very general credence, espe- 
cially at St. Petersburg, where, when Louis 
Philippe became king of France in 1830, Em- 
peror Nicholas declined to employ the cus- 
tomary formula of “ brother” in addressing 
him or even to be represented at the Tuileries 
by any diplomat of higher degree than a mere 
chargé d'affaires, declaring that he would 
have nothing to do with a mere Chiappini, a 
jailer’s son. 

> 


Lady Newborough even went 8o far as to 
attempt to institute legal proceedings in the 
French courts in 1833, with the object of 
establishing her claims to be a royal prin- 


cess of France. But the tribunal de la Seine; 


to whom she addressed this application, de- 
clined to take her demand into consideration. 
This was a mistake. Had the matter been 
then brought into court and thrashed out in 
due form, the myth would have been exploded 
long ago and the royal house of Orleans 
would have been spared much annoyance and 
especially much indignity on the part of the 
comic press, French and foreign, which 
throughout Louis Philippe’s long reign of 
eighteen years was never tired of portraying 
bim in the role of an Italian jailer. 

For the proceedings would have disclosed a 
fact generally unknown and which the care- 
ful researches of the Vicomte de Réiset have 
just brought to light, namely, that although 
the Florentine tribunals had by their decree 
of May 29, 1824, ordered the amendment of 
the birth certificate of Lady Newborough and 
her designation therein as the daughter. of 
the Cemte and Comtesse de Joinville, yet that 
this decision had been reversed by a subse- 
quent judgment rendered three years later, 
that is to say, in 1827. ; 

This reversal was based on the fact that 
the. testimony submitted to them by Lady 
Newborough was false from beginning to 
end, and that the alleged confession of sub- 
stitution signed by Laurentio Chiappini was 


as fictitious as the other documents submitted . 
by her in 1824 in support of her pretensions. | 


The court gave as a further reason for its 
reversal of the judgment of 1824 the fact 
that it had received and heard the sworn tes- 
timony of the midwife who been present 
at the birth of the child of the Chiappinis 
in 1778, and who proved that it waga girl and 
‘not a boy whom the wife of the jailer had 
brought into the world.

In the early part of the last century there 
were relatively few newspapers, while the 


means of communicating news from one: 


country to another were of the most element- 
ary character, since there was no proper 
postal service, and electric telegraphs and 
railroads had not yet been introduced. That 
is why ‘the second t, given by the 
Florentine courts in 1827, remained unknown 
until: unearthed recently by the Vicomte de 
Reijset, who has further been able to show, 
by official documentary proofs obtained from 
the National library at Paris, that Louis 
Philippe was.born in the summer of 1773, not 


in Italy, or in Motligliana, but at the Palais 


Royal in Paris, where his parents were living 
at the time, and where his birth was regis- 
tered in due form within a few hours after 
his appearance in the world by the ministers 


and dignitaries of state, who are always re-. 


quired to be in attendance at the nativity of 
a prince or princess of the: blood. 

It is only fair to add that Maria Stella, 
Lady Newborough, died insane, and it is just 
a question whether she did not get her first 
idea of putting forth pretensions to be a 
French princess from the fact that the 
armorial bearings of her first husband, Lord 
Newborough, bore considerable analogy to 
those of the Bourbons, consisting of three 
fleurs-de-lys on the shield, armorial bearings 
which Lord Newborough inherited from the 
ancient Welsh chieftain, Collyn Ap Tangno, 
from whom he is descended. 

The present Lady Newborough, a rather 
pretty woman, popular in certain circles in 
London, was a Miss Grace Carr of Louisville, 
Ky., and afterward of Brooklyn, N. Y., her 
sister being the widowed Mrs. Daniel Chaun- 
eey of Brooklyn.

Madison, Wis., July 5.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Your editorial on ‘‘ College Mar- 
riages ” is confirmed by statistics regarding 
the women who have graduated from the 
University of Wisconsin. This editoria] 
shows that 26 per cent of the graduates bf 
Smith and 22.5 per cent of the graduates of 
Radcliffe have married.; The former college 
was opened in 187i,and the latter In 1879. 

Women have been graduating in Wisconsin 
for forty years, and of all to 1907 41 per cent 
have married. But of the graduates entering 
since 1874 38 per cent and of those entering 
since 1878 37 per cent have married. It ap- 
pears from the records that about one-third 
of the women graduates of Wisconsin who 
have married have made the acquaintance 
leading to marriage in college. | 

If only those are included who graduated 
before 1 the ratio of Wisconsin's married 
women graduates would be increased from 
41 per cent to 51 per cent. As I happen to 
have at hand figures which confirm the gen- 
eral conclusion you draw from marriage no- 
tices and reports in college papers, it is pos- 
sible to make an exact comparison between 
Wisconsin university and the women’s col- 
leges you mention.

To Brush the Teeth.

Care of Hands. 


Hands that are moist and clammy without 
perspiring may be made more comfortable by 
washing and brushing them in tepid water 
in which a few grains of alum or a fewdrops 
of aromatic sulphuric acid have been dis- 
solved.

Pruning Shrubs. 

Shrubs that are grown for mand and fo- 
liage may be pruned: at any time of the 
year. It is better to have them clipped sev- 
eral times each season for greater neatness 
and shapeliness. Many shrubs run to suck- 
ers. As these exhaust the strength of the 
plant they should be carefully and regularly 
cut away. Shrubs that bloom only on top 
may. be cut back severely. 


Growing Geraniums. 

The best exposure is an eastern one where 
they will be protected from high winds and 
hot midday sun. Never let the blossoms 
fade on the stalk if continued bloome are de- 
sired. A little liquid manwre applied to the 
roots once in every two weeks will give freer 
and bigger blooms.

Pruning Grape Arbors. 

Grape arbors yield as much profit as pleas- 
ure if pains are taken to prune vines each sea- 
son, so as not to waste the vine’s strengtA 
in maintaining unfruitful wood, Fruit buds 
come out of new wood. The nearer the roots 
these new growths come out the more fruit- 
ful they will prove. A vigorous shoot will 
often grow fifteen to twenty feet long. Thus 
cutting away the old vine each season need 
not mean spoiling the precious shade,

VACANCIES OPEN 


Returns to Springfield, Put- 
ting Off Midsummer Ap- 
pointments a Week. 


FEW CANDIDATES CHOSEN 


O‘Connor and Kern Said to Have 
Been Accepted as Minority 
Board of Control. 


Gov. Deneen, coming to Chicago in the 
morning, returned to Springfield last night, 
having decided to give himself another week 
before announcing the midsummer list of 
appointments which must be made before he 
can take his vacation. 

Several appointments which virtually were 
decided upon have been switched about 
again. 

Former State Senator Orville F. Berry, 
originally picked to fill the vacancy on the 
railroad and werehouse commission, and 
then switched to the vacancy on the par- 
don board, is said to have been placed on the 
list for the warehouse commission again. 
Although this holds good for the present 
moment, it may be changed and Mr. Berry 
may even be considered for a place on the 
new board of control for the state charitable 
institutions, positions which it is found diffi- 
cult to fit, 


al 
Democrats Already Chosen. 

For ‘the minority members of that board 
Thomas O’Connor, former mayor of Peoria, 
and Freg-J. Kern of Belleville are listed. 
They were recommended by Roger C. S8ulli- 
van and the Democratic state organization 
with other candidates and are said to have 
been accepted by the governor. 

Gov. Deneen said no decisions had been 
reached as to any of the board members and 
it is understood that the three Republican 
positions are the ones which it is found diffi- 
cult to fill. William C. Graves, secretary of 
the state board of charities, is strongly 
backed for one of the places by memUBers of 
the present board and by persons interested 
im charity work. 

H. H. Kohn, president of the board of 
trustees of the Anna hospital, is a candi- 
date for one of the three Republican places 
and may get his appointment. He was in 
Chicago to see the governor, bringing with 
him representatives. of the Republican or- 
ganization in the Twenty-fourth and Twen- 
ty-fifth congressional districts to urge his 
claims. 


Presidency Most Troublesome. 

The presidency of the board is the place 
which gives the most trouble, and next to 
that the place which requires a man fitted 
by experience and training in the care of the 
insane is troublesome.

While She Fought a Debt,

WOMAN WISHED TO STAY. 


Said She Preferred Debtor’s Prison to 
Paying Claim of Neighbor. 


After waiting willingly fourteen weeks in 
@ debtor's cell, Mrs. Emma Kershaw, 3660 
Michigan avenue, yesterday obtained her 
liberty when her husband compromised a 
judgment against her. 

She said she was perfectly ready to pass 
the entire six months in jail, but Kershaw 
insisted on getting her release because he 
gaid he“ couldn't do without her any longer.” 

Mrs. Kershaw went to jail April 4 because 
she refused to pay a judgment ‘rendered 
against her in favor of Mrs. Belle McClelland, 
wife of a department manager for the Bow- 
man Dairy company. Mrs. McClelland sued 
for $10,000, alleging that in an altercation 
with Mrs. Kershaw she had lost much hair 
rand sustained other injuries. The jury 
awarded her $195, which, with the costs, 
totaled $209.30. 


Could Not Collect. 

After the trial the McClellands spent con- 
siderable time trying to collect the judg- 
ment. The Kershaws were said to have re- 
sisted by transferring title to their apart- 
ment building at 6536 St. CAwrence avenue. 
Mrs. Kershaw was then arrested ona body 
warrant. But instead of paying she accom- 
panied the sheriff to jail. 

“T’ll stay in jail till) I rot before I give 
one cent toward the claim,”’ said she at the 
time. “‘My husband won't. get me out, 
either. I don't want to get out. I want to 
stay here and make that woman pay my 
board.,”’ 

At first the husband was Inclined to agree 
with Mrs. Kershaw ifn her fight for princi- 
ples. After a week or so, however, he called 
on her and suggested that it was about time 
to get out and come home. But she refused 
to let him settle the judgment. 


Gained Some Satisfaction. 

Week after week passed and Mrs. Ker- 
shaw was getting used to the debtore’ quar- 
ters in the county jail. She said she didn’t 
mind it a bit and every week she remained 
she had the satisfaction of knowing that it 
cost Mrs. McClelland exactly $8.50. But not 
so with tle husband, for, as he expreseed it, 
“ what is home when your wife’s in jall.’”’ 

Finally he decided that he would assert his 


opened negotiations with the McClellands, 
and, after many conferences, the latter par- 
ties to Mrs. Kershaw’s imprisonment agreed 
to settie all claims for $50. Kershaw handed 
over a check, got an order for his wife's re- 
lease, and, mustering up all his courage, 
went to the jail to break the news to her. 

At first there was almost a storm and the 
head of the house wighed he had considered 
the matter more carefully. But he argued 
and argued, told the wife of the joys of Lake 
Michigan, the birds and flowers and other 
things that can’t be had every day in the 
county jail—and the day was won. Mrs. 
Kershaw relented, shed a few tears, and the 
couple got in a cab and went home together.

DIVORCE AT TIMES 
SHOWN A BLESSING 


Ex-Justice Brown Takes Issue 
with Gibbons Regarding 
the Marital Relation. 


WHEN TIE SHOULD BE CUT 


Better to Quit When One Party 
to Contract Constantly ' 
Makes Trouble. 


Ol@ Point Comfort; Va., July 8.—{Special.] 
—That a divorce when fairly obtained with- 
out fraud, upon due personal notice to the 
other side, generally redounds to the welfare 
of both sides and proves a real blessing, is 
the opinion of ex-Justice Henry B. Brown 
of the United States Supreme court, who 
was the principal speaker today at the meet- 
ing of the Maryland State Bar association. 

Ex-Justice Brown took for his subject, 
“The Law and Procedure in Divorce.” He 
treated the marriage’ relation as a civil con- 
tract. He referred to the view of Cardinal 
Gibbons on the divorce question as a grew- 
some picture. 

‘There is no question connected with the 
administration of the law so fertile of litiga- 
tion,” said Mr. Brown, “ and so exacting of 
public attention as divorces. Clergymen 
have made them a specialty and generally 
have been outspoken in denunciation of their 
acknowledged evils and discreetly silent in 
respect to their utility, ignoring the distinc- 
tion between the causes for which they may 
be granted and the procedure by which they 
are obtained. 


Divorce as Gibbons Points It. 


“ The head of the Roman Catholic church in 
America. a man for whom’! have profound re- 
spect, has painted divorce as ‘A monster, 
licénsed by the laws of Christian states to 
break hearts, wreck. homes, and ruin souls,’ 
This certainly is a grewsome picture. 

“The legislature may differ from the 
church with respect to the means to be adopt- 
ed for the general good of society, but the 
views of both are entitled to respectful con- 
sideration. 
state which is the cardinal principle of Amer- 
ican jurisprudence, nowhére is more applica- 
ble than in that which concerns the mar- 
riage relation. By the Greek and Roman 
churches marriage is regarded as a sacra- 
ment, an impressive word of somewhat in- 
definite meaning, standing generally for 
something exempt oo the control of civil 
authority. 

**Hence in Catholic circles, Roman at 
least, 80 long as the church is the controlling 
political power, the marriage tie is indis- 
soluble except by special dispensation of the 
pope, although it may sometimes be annulled 
for antecedent causes.

GLEN VIEW FARMERS IN FIGHT 
UPON PROPOSED BELT LINE. 


Say Their Land Would Be Cut Up, Their 
Washings Spoiled, and Machinery

The cinders from the 
engines would get into the sickles of our 
mowing machines and other machinery and 
the railroad laborers would all be trying to 
sleep in our barns.” :

This will probably be reserved for final ar- 
guments before the commission. Evidence 
that not only the railroad corporations them- 
selves but their officers are largely interested 
in coal properties was furnished in abun-

tional prominence in the railroad world.

WHEAT REPORT 1S BULLISH 


Prices Rally Sharply as Shorts 
Try to Cover Contracts,

Expected, but Values Hold. 


The July government report on wheat was 
construed as moderately bullish, and after its 
issuance prices had a sharp bulge, closing 
%ec lower to %c higher. The report came too 
late to give the market much momentum, 
still there was sufficient realization that the 
recent rains covering the wheat -belt since 
July 1 have caused still further damage and 
injured the prospect of the crop extensively 


|} since the government's figures were made 


up. According to the latter's figures the 
winter wheat crop shows a loss of 28,205,000 
bu from that of a year ago, and as compared 
with 1907, a loss of 28,466,000 bu The com- 
bined spring and winter wheat crops as com- 
peared with those of last year indicate an in- 
crease in the yield of about 39,857,000 Bu, and 
as compared with 1907, the indicated increase 
equals approximately 69,872,000 bu. The av- 
erage condition of winter wheat on July 1 
was 82.4 and spring wheat-was 92.7. Thus 
confirming the claims that the situation was 
ideal in the hard wheat districts. 


~ Foreign Markets Firm, 
The foreign markets were higher at the 
outset and closed with a steady tone, with 
both public and private cables calling at- 


‘tention to the serious drought in Argentina 


Broomhall estimated a loss in acreage 
In the province of Santa Fé of 15 per cent 
and in Cordova of 20 per cent, as compared 
with a year ago. It is believed in the trade 
that the Argentine news wil] cut an impor- 
tant figure in the world's wheat prices soon, 
Dut at the moment the speculative trade 
makes more capital of the fact that we are 
harvesting wheat at home, and that owing 
‘to prices being wo much above anything in 
recent years, there is ample chance for a 
sharp and permanent decline. This opinion, 
however, is not shared by all interests who 
keep extremely well posted on the conditions 
which govern the world’s trade, and the lat- 
ter believe that a demand will exist fgr the 
first movement of wheat, both for home and 
export uses, to such an extent that there will 
not be sufficient accumulation at primary 
points to prove burdensome. 


Prices Are Narrow. | 

During the greater part of the day the mar- 
ket was nervous and prices fluctuated within 
nerrow limits. There was more or less 
scalping, some covering of short by one 
of the larger professionals, and quite a line 
sold by a large local speculator, who usually 
operates from the buying side. Underneath 
it all, however, the bulk of the trade was dis- 
posed to await the issuance of the govern- 
ment crop report, and this waiting attitude 
gave the market an uncertain and hesitating 
appearance. The wet weather in the south- 
west made a strong cash market in that sec- 
tion. Nevertheless, despite the cloud bursts 


}in some sections, it is now understood that 


the rains were less widespread than reported 
and there is more prospect of clearing, al- 
though showers were still officially forecast- 
ed as likely to scatter through the leading 
wheat states. St. Louis reported some pros- 
pect of flour business, with bids close to the 
market. 


Crop Damage Reports Thick. 

The weather map showed heavy rains again 
in the southwest, and a good many damage 
reports were in circulation. Argentine ship- 
ments for the week were estimated at 2,000, - 
000 bu. Primary receipts were 200.000 bu, 
last year 342,000 bu. Shipments were 132,000 
bu, against 353,000 bu last year. Local cash 
sales were about 100.000 bu. It is believed 
that before the-end of the week at least 275.- 
000 bu of contract will have been loaded out,

out yesterday, This will practically exhaust 
these stocks. 


Corn Figures Bearish. 


The figures issued by the department of 
agriculture were exceedingly bearish on 
corn, indicating the largest acreage on record. 
a@ fine condition, and promised the largest 
crop in the history of the trade. The mar- 
ket advanced after the report was issued be- 
cause everybody was short and wanted to 
accept some profits because of the congestion 
in July. Final prices were unchanged to lke 
higher. The market covered a wide range, 
and after a strong start, which was fol- 
lowed soon after by a severe break, which 
was influenced by the selling of Pringle and 
other local leaders, and a raid led by Far- 
num, O’Brien, Cutten, and Pringle, brought 
out ea considerable amount of stop loss selling 
and liquidation. On the reaction there was 
a lively switch to the bull side of the mar- 
ket, and prices advanced with considerable 
spirit.

Little Resiliency in Oats. 


The trade construed the crop report as 
bearish on oats, and the market showed but 
little resiliency as compared with the other 
grains in the closing moments.

Coming Harvests to Add Impetus to 
Growing Business Pace. 


INEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.] 

NEW YORK, July &.—([Special.]-—In the 
financia! markets today interest centered al- 
most exclusively In the government’s report 
On crop condition as of July.1. The showing 
Was in every respect in keeping with the high 
hopes generated by the excellent weather 
conditions throughout June and various in- 
dividual state reports. 

In winter wheat, which went into the 
ground under adverse conditions, !mprove- 
“Ment has been so continuous that today’s 
condition figure, 82.4, places the crop in the 
point of promised yield among the best four 
in the last decade. Spring wheat displayed 
@ loss of 2.5 per cent during the month, but 
the percentage of 92.7 is, with the exception 
of the July figure of 1904, the best in eight 
years, and indicates a harvest, according to 
the new method of computation, of 253,796,- 
000 bu, which, combined with the winter 
wheat, would make a total crop of above 
663,000,000 bu, practically the yield of 1908, 


Greatest Corn Crop on Record. 
It is in the shqwing of corn, however, that 


the most complete satisfaction may be taken, 
for with an addition of 7,218,000 acres to last 


year’s area, there goes a July condition of | 


89.3, an improvement of 6 points and more as 
compared with June 1, an exceptional condi- 
tion which points to a harvest of 3,161,000,- 
000 bu, over 400,000,000 bu above last year’s 
yield and by. far the greatest crop on record. 

As if to make the tale of records complete, 
the condition of oats also is unusually high 
and the acreage so large asto promise a yield 
of 963,000,000 bu, which has been exceeded 
only by the crop of 1902, and then by less 
than 26,000,000 bu. 

All in all, therefore, this showing of the 
agricultural position of the country is a most 
auspicious one, and, while trying weeks are 
etill to be passed through, in the absence of 
extraordinary weather conditions, harvests 
which will add no little impetus to the al- 
ready growing pace of the business world 
may be counted on. 


Moderate Profit Taking Movement. 


On the stock exchange the publication of 
this excellent crop statement was the signal 
for a moderate profit taking movement, which 
resulted in general heaviness and sharp de- 
clines in certain issues in the final hour of 
business. Southern Pacific preferred and 
common, Union Pacific, Reading, Wabash, 
and copper stocks were directly affected and 
losses of a point or so occurred in these 
shares. 

Elsewhere the declines were’ confined to 
fractions and the movement as a whole was 
so slight as to be without importance. Out- 
side of the crop report the day’s news was 
without special interest, although in a gen- 
eral way the preponderance of items dealing 
with a renewal of activity at manufacturing 
concerns of all kinds, as well as the submis- 
sion of a statement of increased railroad 
earnings, pointed unmistakably to a further 
expansion of business. 


Reflected in Money Market. 


Some reflection of this revival is at last 
being found in the money market here, al- 
though the supply of funds is still so great 
as to promise little in the way of higher 
rates for weeks to come. ' Inquiries from out 
of town borrowers are increasing and simi- 
lar demands upon banking institutions at 
interior centers are checking the flow of 
funds in this direction.

Steam Pump Has Poor Year. 


The report of the International Steam. 


Pump compamy for the fiscal year ended 
March $1, 1909, shows a decrease of $322,323 in 
manufacturing and trading profits. Speak- 
ing of the future, President Guggenheim, in 
his report to the shareholders, says: 

‘* There isireason to believe that the new 
fiscal year will witness the restoration of 
commercial prosperity, and our shops are 
prepared to reap the benefit of normal condi- 
tions to the fullest extent. 

“ Owing to commercial and industrial de- 
pression in the last fiscal year, business was 
enormously curtailed. Notwithstanding this, 
however, it is a. source of gratification to 
find that with a volume of business decreased 
to approximately 65 per cent of the total 
done in the previous fiscal year, our net 
profits for the year 1908-'09 are equal to 90 
per cent of the net profits of 1907-"08. ~ 

“Such a satisfactory result was accom- 
plished only by the closest attention to 
economies in the manufacture and selling of 
our products. During the year we have added 
many new tools of the most modern type for 
the economical manufacture of our output.’’

The sale of the property at 427-429 State 
gtreet, on the east side of the street, almost 
girectly opposite Polk street, has been closed, 
the deed being filed for record yesterday. 
Mrs. Sallie C. Condie was the seller, title 
being taken by the American Trust and 
savings bank as trustee. Oliver & Co. nego-

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*| COWELL WANTS ONE MILLION 


Attorney to Ask Record Break- 
ing Damages for His Arrest. 


NAMES MANY DEFENDANTS. 


State, City, Judge, Brokers, and Com- 
plainant All to Be Sued. 


All records for damages asked in lawsuits 
are expected to be broken in the filing, prob- 
ably today, of a sult for $1,000,000 by Walter 
M. Cowell, 1098 Evanston avenue. 

The suit, which ts to be filed In the United 
States Circuit court, northern district, is di- 
rected against the state of Illinois, the city 
of Chicago, Municipal Judge Frank Crowe, 
Jobn C. Young, an investor, and G. M. Law, 
@ real estate broker. It is the outcome of the 
arrest over a yearago and subsequent prose- 
cution of Cowell on a charge made by Young. 

The charge involved a deal in lande be- 
tween Cowell and Young. The latter alleged 
that the property given him by Cowell was 
not as represented and the arrest followed. 


Reason for Many Defendants. 
The naming of the state in the suit involves 
an alleged decision of the United States Su- 
preme court, which is said by Cowell to have 
ruled that a business trade similar to that of 
Cowell and Young wae not a swindle, as well 
as to bring Young, who Is alleged to have 

left the state, within federal jurisdiction. 
The city is named, according to Cowell, 
because of hie alleged illegal arrest by its 
policemen, Judge Crowe for his alleged illegal 
holding over of the plaintiff to the grand 
jury, and Young and Law for their alleged 

illegal prosecution on the swindle charge. 
Attorney Leslie Whipp, Ashland block, is 


‘Cowell’s counsel, and according to Cowell he 


is expected to file the preecipe in the suit 
today.

Cowell, who is an attorney, was arrested 
on the evening of April 2, 1908, and was 
tried before Municipal Judge Crowe. Last 
Tuesday Cowell wes acquitted of the charge 
by a jury in Judge cat ke court. 

Several months ago, per“ling the final! hear- 
ing of the case, Cowell ta leg in a street 
car accident which he attributes to nervous- 
ness due to his\arrest and long prosecution. 

Cowell, while a resident of Kenosha seyv- 
eral years ago gained some notoriety by ad- 
vocating a license for woman bicycle riders 
whom he blamed for the major portion of bi- 
cycle accidents in that city. ’ 


TWO OIL INSPECTORS CLAIM 
$30,000 IN FEES FROM CITY.

Council Committee Agrees 
Upon Construction of New. 
Places of Recreation. 


MAKES INSPECTION TRIP. 


‘Other Plans Favorably Consid- 


ered, but Operations Upon 
Them Must Be Delayed. | 


With the close of its second trip of inspec- 
tien—this time by automobile instead of by 
boat, as the first trip along shore was made— 
the hopes of the council special committee 
on bathing beaches and recreation piers be- 
came fairly well outlined yesterday. 

The desires of the committee at this stage 
aim toward the immediate construction of 
two large places of lake shore recreation— 
one on the north side at Montrose boulevard 
and the other on the south side at Fifty-first 
street. 

Both of these sites were found excellent 
for the fulfillment of the idea of the commit- 
tee—the opening to the public of long 
stretches of smooth, sandy beach facing 
shallow water, protected by broad, covered | 
recreation piers, where nonbathers may find 
rest, coolness, and fresh air. 

Other Needs Noted. 

Im addition to fixing defintely these two 
enterprises as the first subjects to be con- 
sidered, the committee took into considera- 
tion the plan for the Lincoln park beach, 
south of Diversey boulevard, to which it 
lent hearty approval. It noted the need of 
improvements in the small municipal beach 
at Seventy-ninth street, and again studied 
the possibility of building an island on Mor- 
gan's reef, a project of which the Fifty- 
first street beach migf&t well become a part. 

Ald. Winfield P. Dunn, chairman of the 
committee, Ald. Theodore K. Long, and Ald. 
Albert W. Beilfuss, chairman of the special 
parks commission, composed the inspecting 
party that in Ald. Long’s automobile: sur- 
veyed the lake shore north as far as Foster 
a@venue and south as far as Seventy-ninth 
street. . 

They first visited the proposed beach site 
at the foot of Ohlo street, for which plans 
once were drawn by the specia] park commis- 
sion, and expressed regret that the harbor 
project before the council prevents their 
consummation. 

They visited the public wading beach north 
ef the fresh air sanitarium in Lincoln park, 
beyond which an inland lake with an island 
breaking the waves at its opening is planned 
by the Lincoln park board.  - 


Other Improvements Suggested. 


They were well pleased with this idea, but | 


no more than with the strip of beach north 
of the Lake View pumping station and ad- 
joining the four public beaches at Wilson 
avenue. It wes suggestéd that the beach 
could be made two blocks long—reaching 
from Montrose boulevard to Windsor ave- 
nue, with the recreation pier constituting 
an extension of the boulevard stub end. 

The same idea was suggested for a recrea- 
tion pier at the foot of Fifty-first street, with 
the question of the beach location left until 
the project of building an island off that 
point is settied. 

“ The committee is not getting any extrav- 
agant ideas,” said Ald. Long, “* but I believe 
the dumping for which the city is so anxious 
to find a place could be used In filling in there, 
and we would have the island at an extremely 
esmallexpense. In that case, the beach would 
be on the landward side of the island.”’ 

“The next thing we shall do,’’ said Ald. 
Dunn, “is to take up these matters with 
the park boards and to prepare sketches 
and diagrams of ideas so that we can have 
them in concrete shape for criticism and 
for estimatee of cost and labor.”’ 

Reject Bids as “Unbalanced.” 

A new ruling by the board of local improve- 
ments was announced when Secretary A. A. 
V. Standish rejected two sets of “ unbal- 
anced” bids, in which only 1 cent a cubic 
yard was asked for cutting and removing 
dirt. Mr. Standish said that a fair price for 
this work would be 30 or 40 cents and the 
bide of James A. Sackley and the Barber 
Asphalt company on two contracts were re? 
jected as " unreasonable.”
